4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in pubUc poUcy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees.

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Claims 1-20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,484,061 [ hereinafter as 
'061 patent ], and claims 1-40 of U.S. Patent No. 6,732,191 [ hereinafter' as '191 patent ], 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because they are claiming common subject matter as follow: 

Taking claim 1 as an exemplary claim, the claims of '061 and '191 patents contain the 
subject matter claimed in the instant application. As per claim 1 , all applications are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: 

A system for programming application programs controlUng a programmable logic 
controller from a communication network, comprising: 

an interface module . . . ; 

a program editor resident . . . ; 

at least one Web page . . . ; 

wherein the Web page . . . ; and 

wherein the Web page .... 

The claims of '061 and '191 patents do not specifically disclose the invention in the same 
order steps as described in the claim 1 of instant appUcation but it would have been obvious to a 
person skill in the art to recognize that the claims are similar because it would enable user to 
dynamically manage and control application devices through a communication network. 
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As per independent claim 1 1, it is also directed to the same subject matter recited in claim 
1 above. Accordingly, they are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting. 

As per dependent claims 2-10 and 12-20, they are depending on rejected claims, they are 
rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting.
